And if you Ilook at what the
Educati on Fundi ng Advi sory Board has recommended we do, they have
recommended that we decrease the concentration |level fromtwenty

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that are |owincome would be able to receive a poverty grant. In
addi tion, another |large conplaint that was pointed out is that the
way we neasure the nunmber of |owincone students is currently
based on the 1990 census figures, and that is an inadequate and
usual Iy inaccurate neasure of the nunber of |owincone students in
a school district, particularly ten years after this census was
actually taken. So those two concerns, in addition to the fact
that school districts are not required to actually wuse their
poverty grant noney to target prograns that will be of educational
enhancenent to these |owincone students, gives us a lot of
concern. Al so, t hat we're | ooki ng at a pot enti al
forty-five-mllion-dollar inpact on the budget. VWere we're
al ways | ooking for ways that we are trying to better fund prograns
and students that need to be funded, it raises a |ot of questions.
And | think that the sponsor's intent is a good one; | just do not
believe that this is the nechanismto do it. Thank you.

Furt her discussion? Senator Parker.
SENATOR PARKER:

Thank you, M. President. 1'd rise in support of this bill.
Yes, what it does do is take it down to the =zero level, which
means that the schools now that presently have children who are in
poverty will get sone noney. That will follow the child. | know,
particularly in my district, for Evanston, this has been a big
issue. They have a ot of children there who do live in poverty,
and the school cannot access that noney for the poverty grant.

This would go, then, into downstate. The philosophy behind it is

that it follows the child. The recomendation that Senator
Madi gan has spoken about, taking it down to -- fromtwenty percent
to fifteen percent, still does not get into those other schools.
